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NEW HOME OF THE WALPOLE CO-OPERATIVE BANK 


HIGHLIGHTS OF 1958 


Although the effects of the recession early in 1958 were felt in 
Walpole as in other New England towns, recovery was evident by late 
summer. Offsetting the unfavorable factors of the recession were several 
indications of continuing industrial growth. 


In June the establishment of the Bird-Johnson Co. was announced. 
Located in South Walpole, this new firm is producing the KaMeWa Cop- 
trollable Pitch Propeller for ships, a Swedish invention introduced into 
this country during the last few years by Bird Machine Co. 


Later in the year the Board of Selectmen announced the sale of 62 
acres of town land in the Cedar Junction area to Edgewood Properties, 
to be developed as an industrial park. 


Bird & Son, inc.’s new office building was completed in the spring 
and occupied by the company early in May. Favorably situated on the 
ncerth bank of the Neponset River, above the Bird & Son Paper Mill, it is 
the home office of the company, housing the executive, administrative 
and sales departments. 

The Walpole Cooperative Bank opened its spacious and attractive 
new building on Main Street in December. By remodelling the former 
telephone building the bank has achieved the very latest in banking facil- 
itics. The service offered by the bank and the attractiveness of the build-

ing itself are a credit to the town and to this institution which has served 
townspeople since organized June 10, 1912. 


On Memorial Day a permanent bronze plaque honoring all Walpole 
war heroes was unveiled with suitable ceremonies in the town square. The 
boulder on which it was mounted was unearthed many years ago while 
excavating Common Street near the Library and it was set aside in Memo- 
rial Park awaiting an appropriate use. Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, Charles R. Howard, delivered the address at the dedication cere- 
monies. 


New plantings around the plaque and in the town square have 
greatly improved this spot. The square never looked as beautiful as it 
did at Christmas this year with a creche and colored lights on the ever- 
greens. 


The Epiphany Church was being enlarged and extensively remod- 
elled at the end of the year. When completed it also will add greatly to 
appearance of the center of the town. 


On Octobr 1° the Walpole Footlighters proudly dedicated their new 
theatre on Polley Lane, E. Walpole, seating 270. It is one of only a few 
buildings in the country which have been professionally designed for 
amateur theatricals. 


A record snowfall on February 16 kept town crews working around 
the clock in sub-zero weather. In spite of the severity of the storm, main 
highways were quickly cleared. 


The date of August 18 marked the retirement of Frederick F. Libby 
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after twenty-seven years of devoted service as Town Engineer. Robert B. 
Boyd, Jr. was named as his successor. 


During the year the town lost several of its well-known citizens by 
death. Among them were: 

Former Police Chief Levi S. Thompson on June 5. 

Stanley Allen, Custodian, and beloved Santa Claus for the merchants, 
July 31. 

Mrs. Lottie A. Leach, October 29. Mrs. Leach was a prominent club 
woman and organizer of the Walpole Garden Club and Walpole Women’s 
Club. A charter member of the University of Massachusetts Advisory 
Council for Women, she had the unusual distinction of attending in 1953 
the dedication exercises of Lottie Leach House at the University of Massa- 
chusetts 

Walpole is especially proud of its high school athletic teams in 1958. 
The Hockey Team won the championship of the Bay State Hockey League 
for the tenth time and then went on to win the New England Champion- 
ship as well. The high school Golf Team won the State Championship in 
June. 


Junior Achievement is now in its third year with three classes meet- 
ing weekly at the old Stone School. This worthwhile activity which teaches 
youth basic business principles is sponsored by local industry. More than 
sixty-five juniors and seniors from high school are participating.

The financial condition of Walpole continues to be excellent. Our 
Excess and Deficiency account at the close of the year was $385,501.39 
which is nearly an all time high. The important reasons for this fine 
condition are larger returns from the state than originally estimated by 
the state and a significant amount of unexpended funds from articles and 


budgets. 


The various responsibilities of the Selectmen are reported in the fol- 
lowing pages in reports by the departments concerned. 


The final report from our engineering consultants on our water sup- 
ply problem has been received and is now being studied by our Water 
Committee and Selectmen. 


During this year the Town Hall has been renovated so as to provide 
adequate office space for the growing departments and a general modern- 
ization of the interior. Proper fire protection for town records has been 
provided with the installation of new safes and vault doors. Obsolete rec- 
ords accumulated over many years have been disposed of with the approy- 
al of the State authorities.

Highway Department 


Plimpton Street was widened where it crosses Plimpton Pond. A 
stone culvert was lengthened by contract forces at the same time and the 
Town widened the shoulder with rock and gravel. The edge of this road 
had previously been eroding away, and it was only a question of time be- 
fore the pavement itself would have failed. 


Repairs were made to the foundation of the Old Diamond Street 
bridge by contract forces. 


Considerable leveling and patching was done to many of the streets, 
such as Common, West, Elm, Washington, Pleasant, and Union. The 
patches were properly rolled and the streets were sealed with asphalt and 
stone. 


A 2300 ft. section of North St., from the Hillcrest Farm to Old 
North St., was scarified and re-graded. A 1550 ft. section of South St., 
from the railroad bridge to the upstream Neponset River bridge was also 
scarified and re-graded. This was done in conjunction with the installation 
of a water main to the new pumping station.

ROBERT B. BOYD, JR. 


Frederick F. Libby 


Town Engineer, Frederick F. Libby, retired August 18, 1958 after 
twenty-seven years of faithful service to the Town of Walpole. 
During these years he directed the Highway, Water and Public 
Works Departments through the period of the town’s greatest growth, 
including the difficult war years. 


His most notable achievements were the great improvement in the 
Water Department and the installation of the sewer system through- 
out most of the town. Not only was the Water Department put on a 
sound financial basis, but it was tremendously improved and en- 
larged to care for the needs of the growing community. Several new 
wells were installed near the pumping station and on South Street. 
Gravel-packed wells were dug off Robbins Road and at the Mine 
Brook site. Most recently a new 200,000 gallon standpipe was con- 
structed in 1957 on Davis Street to service the north end of the town. 
When Mr. Libby first became Town Engineer residents were using 
358,593,000 gallons of water annually. In the year 1958, 642,275,000 
gallons were pumped. The population had jumped from approximately 
6,000 in the early 30’s to nearly 12,000 in 1958. 


Sewer construction in Walpole started under his guidance in 
1932 and has been carried forward steadily to the present day. 


Mr. Libby was very much interested in improving the many miles 
of town roads and the building of sidewalks which became a neces- 
sity as traffic increased. He worked hard, also, to provide proper 
buildings to house the equipment of the Highway, Fire and other 
departments. He firmly believed that town property which was prop- 
erly maintained both inside and out would in the long run save 
money for the town as well as attract new residents and new industry. 


Always loyal to what he considered the best interests of the 
town, Frederick Libby was both conscientious and industrious in 
directing the work of his department. 


While it is with regret that we see him retire, all citizens of 
Walpole join in wishing hm good health and long life. 


Robert B. Boyd, 


Robert B. Boyd, Jr. was named Town 


Frederick F. Libby who retired in August. 


A native of Haverhill, Mass. Mr. Boyd graduated from the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire with a degree in Civil Engineering in 1948. 
He served as a fighter pilot in the U. S. Air Force from 1942 to 1945 
and is now a Major in the National Guard. 


Following college he worked as a bridge designer for the New 
Hampshire State Department of Public Works until coming to Walpole 
as Assistant Town Engineer on January 1, 1956. 


Walter F. Meyer, Superintendent of 
Public Works, retired from his official 
duties as of April 1 after thirty years’ 
service to the Town. 


Walter was born in Norwood. His 
first job was with the Morse Lumber 
Company where he remained until 
1928. In that year he came to work 
for the Town as a master maintenance 
man for the public buildings. With the 
passing of William B. (Yank) Hale in 
1945, Walter became Superintendent 
of the Highway, Park, Sewer, and 
Building Repair Departments, a post 
held until retirement. 


Upon Walter’s retirement, Harold E. 
Willis of 485 Common Street took 
over the Public Works Department. 
With his background of thirty years 
in the Water Department, including 
twenty years as Foreman, Harold has 
continued maintaining the fine organi- 
zation built up by Walter. 


Walpole is fortunate to have had 
two such high calibre men as Walter 
and Harold to handle this important 
and difficult assignment.

Beacon, in conjunction with water main installation; Common, from 
Washington to Marguerite Road; Coney, from Pleasant to Route 1, ex- 
cept portion over bridge; Domenica; East; Elm, from West to East; Flo- 
nun; Grant; Hutchinson, at 1956 sewer construction; May; Moosehill; 
Morningside; Riverview; School, from East to Kendall; Short; Stone, from 
School to Massachusetts; Stone Street Extension; Washington, from Coun- 
try Club Drive to South; West, between the two railroad bridges; and 
Winter, from No. 131 to Route 1A. 


The following streets were surface treated with tar and sand: Fisher, 
from No. 282 to No. 320; Gould, over the 1957 construction; Hunting- 
ton; North, from Hillcrest Farm to Old North St.; North Street Circle; 
Orient Circle; Plymouth; Puritan; South, from railroad bridge to upstream 
Neponset River bridge, and Winter, where re-built in 1957. 


Sidewalk repairs were made on Common, East, Main, Spring, and 
Union Streets. 
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We purchased a grader, steam cleaner, and pump. Next year I am 
recommending trading our 1946 F. W. D. truck and disposing of our 
1953 Austin Western sweeper. The other equipment appears to be in 
geod condition. 


Chapter 90 Construction and Maintenance 


Construction of a 500 ft. section of Elm Street from where the 1957 
contract ended to the Medfield line was awarded to the Sacco Construction 
Company. Work had to be suspended due to cold weather but will resume 
in the Spring. This is the final portion of the road re-construction on Elm 
St., until the railroad overpass is re-built. 


Under the Chapter 90 Maintenance program, we surfaced all or por- 
tions of Common, East, Short, and Washington as mentioned under High- 
ways. 


Brush was cut and catch basins cleaned on all the Chapter 90 roads.: 


Park Department 


Due to the exceptionally wet summer, this department was fully 
occupied mowing Town property for the better part of five months. Other 
activities included the following: 


Planting of approximately 100 street trees, including 10 on two Town 
commens. 


Assisting Girl Scouts to plant 1000 red pines in Town Forest. 

Cleaning brush and thinning trees in Town Forest. 

Establishing compost pile from collected leaves. 

Removing dead elms and other trees. 

Removing rubbish from all public buildings. 

Clearing wooded areas at Memorial Pond, the New Fisher School, 
and the various water towers. 

Cleaning swimming pools. 

Removing branches over sidewalks. 

Decorating for Christmas. 

The street trees were sprayed twice by contract, and the roadside 
peison ivy was also sprayed by contract. 


Next year I am requesting a mowing machine for towing behind one 
of our Ford tractors. This should speed up our grass cutting program con- 
siderably. 


Sewer Department 


A total of 10 house connections were added to the system, making a 
total of 761 services. Maintenance of blocked services was provided as 
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1958 


usual. | am recommending purchasing a sewer cleaning machine this year 
as the one in service is ten years old and not suitable for heavy work; also 


| am recommending replacing a 1953 Ford Dump truck. 


574 feet of lateral sewer was constructed during the year by a pri- 
vate developer making a total of 15.91 miles of sewer. 


In the main pumping station, repairs were made to one of the 200 
HP motors and to the corresponding pump, which had shown excessive 
wear. We also renewed the drain from the vacuum pump and replaced 


various fittings. 
Extensive maintenance was done to a line of wells originally con- 


structed in 1895. Many of the old pipes and fittings were replaced. More 
of this work is planned for the next year. 


Our program for the improvement of the system for 1959 will in- 
clude further exploration for water and further renovations in the well 
field. 

We traded a 1948 Mack truck for a 1958 International and pur- 
chased a pump. The rest of our equipment appears to be in good condition. 


Building Repairs 
We meade the following major repairs to public buildings during 
1958, in accordance with our program: 
Bird School — Re-roofed entire building, with the exception of one 


wing, which bad weather prevented contractor from completing; painted 
rooms 7, 8, 14, 15, and 16; painted in cafeteria; installed window weights. 


Boyden School — Painted portions of interior; replaced curtains on 
South Side. 

New Fisher School — Installed larger hot-top areas; painted in cafe- 
teria. 

Old Fisher School — Repaired gutters and downspouts; painted ex- 


terior; repaired cupola. 


Plimpton School — Installed fluorescent lights in five classrooms, 
corridors and office; tiled ceiling of 6th grade room; enclosed stairway to 
basement; provided three outside exits tc basement classrooms. 

New Stone School — Installed acoustic tile in corridors; painted in 
cafeteria. 

Old Stone School —- Re-roofed wooden fire escape; renovated room 2. 


_ Junior High School — Sanded and finished floors, rooms 205 and 
200. 


Senior High School — Painted gable ends and portions of trim; in- 
stalled univents in rooms 114A and 114B; painted in cafeteria. 
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Main Library — Installed fluorescent lights over book stacks and 
Junior High room; installed bubbler; constructed blacktop walk. 


Fast Walpole Library —- Re-roofed entire building; constructed 
larger parking area; rebuilt entrance porch. 
Town Hall — Continued renovation program of providing new 


office space, lighting, and heating; constructed new side wall and front 
steps; completely changed rear entrance and stairway. 
East Walpole Fire Station —- Widened two overhead doors, 
Blackburn —- Installed chair rail on main floor. 


The foregoing repairs were done in accordance with the program of 
the Permanent Building Advisory Committee. In addition, many unfore- 
seen repairs and alterations were made at the request of the State Building 
Inspector and the Fire Chief. Also, many individual requests originated 
within the School Department, and were complied with promptly. 


A new pick-up truck was purchased. 


Water Department 


In accordance with my recommendations for improvements to the 
water supply and distributing system, the following projects were under- 
taken this year: 

1. A 6” cast iron pipe drain was installed from our new Davis 
Street tank to Plimpton Pond, 490 feet long. 

An eight inch cast iron main was installed in Main Street from 
Fisher Street to Mylod Street and part way down Mylod Street, 
1700 feet. One hydrant was installed. 

Seismic tests were made in six locations by contract forces in an 
effort to find more water sources. Some of the tests showed 
promising results and will be followed up with test wells next 
year. 

Continuing our program of last year, we laid 1130 feet of eight inch 
main in South Street from the railroad overpass to our new wells, and 
installed two hydrants.

There is nothing spectacular in real Visiting Nurse progress. The 
day by day nursing service in Walpole has gone on quietly, but steadily. 


During 1958, 4447 calls were made to those needing care from the 
nurses. These included care to the acute and chronically ill, to those 
needing instruction in the care of their new babies, to those needing fe- 
habilitation from recent accidents or diseases, and to families needing 
guidance in health problems. 


Nursing care given by the Visiting Nurses is always carried out ac- 
cording to the doctor's orders. 


We completed a special project this Fall, by visiting the mothers of 
150 babies born from Jan. Ist to Aug. 1st—-reminding them of the great 
necessity of the triple vaccine inocculations for their children. 


Six First-Aid and Baby Sitting courses were given to those who re- 
quested them. We felt this kind of teaching was of great benefit to the 
teen-ager. 


Most of the equipment of the Visiting Nurse Association such as 
hospital beds, walkers, crutches, wheelchairs, etc. was loaned to Walpole 
residents (free of charge) sometime during the year. 


From our own list of Registered Nurses in Walpole, we were always 
able to locate a Private Duty Nurse or “Special” for someone who was 
seriously ill in one of our local hospitals. We acted as liaison between 
those who wished domestic work and those who needed help in their home. 


It was gratifying to close 1958 knowing we had given comfort and 
understanding to our people in Walpole. 


We thank all clubs, organizations and private citizens who helped 
us accomplish our goal—bringing better nursing service to you.

The full compliment of the Police Department attended seven meet- 
ings which were held at the Police Headquarters during the year 1958. 
These meetings were for the purpose of general discussion and familiariz- 
ing members with new laws pertaining to criminal investigations as well 
as changes in the statutes and annotated laws of the Commonwealth. This 
procedure proved to be especially beneficial and interesting to all, and 
more particularly to the younger men who have joined the force, since 
they brought to the forefront the methods of presenting evidence in a 
given case, as well as what is admissable under the rules of evidence in a 
District Court, and afforded an excellent opportunity for full explanation 
of an appeal to the Superior Court. 


It should be gratifying to the residents of the Town to know that 
the members of their Police Department are making every effort to avail 
themselves of any opportunity to take further studies in their field of em- 
ployment which will permit them to serve Walpole residents and tax- 
pavers more adequately.

One patrolman, anxious to serve his community, further enrolled at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, choosing for his subject “A Gen- 
eral Course” which deals with innumerable phases of police procedure. 

We are fortunate in having in our department, Sergeant John Buck- 
ley, who supervises target practice. All members of the police force took 
part in the annual target practice and all qualified as marksmen with three 
qualifying as experts. 

A very satisfactory filing system has been set up for records and 
schedules, due to the untiring efforts of Sergeants Burke and Delaney. 

Recognition is given the exemplary work done with children by 
Sergeant William Haggblom who has been assigned to cover all investiga- 
tions which would be classified under the Juvenile Department. 

It was with regret that the resignation of Patrolman Howard Mc- 
Lellan was accepted on August 1, 1958, in order that he might take a 
similar position with the Metropolitan District Police. This vacancy was 
filled by the appointment of James Honohan of Bowker Street. 

Ail members of the Police Department were saddened to learn of 
the decease of our former Chief, Levi S. Thompson. Chief Thompson 
retired from the service of the Town of Walpole in February 1949, after 
serving the town faithfully for twenty-four years.

Your Chief has inspected all public buildings for fire safety on a 
program basis during the year. Written reports have been submitted to 
the Board of Selectmen relative to these inspections. 


Our monthly meetings involving discussions, training, and practice 
have continued throughout the year. Additional training sessions were 
held weekly during the summer months for all personnel in the Depart- 
ment. Attendance at these weekly sessions is not mandatory but the per- 
centage of total members present is most gratifying and is an indication 
of the spirit prevailing in the Department. 


The cooperation and efforts of all personnel have been of a very 
high degree throughout the year.

During the past year five (5) obsolete fire alarm boxes were re- 
placed and two new boxes were added to our system. Construction on the 
alarm circuit between all stations continued. All boxes were checked pe- 
riodically for defects and operation and rewound after each alarm. 


Service interruptions on our system were negligible, the yearly wire 
and box replacement programs in addition to regular maintenance were 
the prime factors in maintaining this exceptionally good record. A total 
of 1,801 manhours were expended on maintenance, repairs, testing, new 
construction, relocations and consultations during the year. A total of 98 
alarms were sounded over the fire alarm system during 1958. This was a 
substantial decrease in comparison to 1957. 


The number of units and the usage of radio equipment are increasing 
yearly 1 in the Fire Department. Considerable time and expense is involved 
in maintaining and testing these units periodically in our efforts to obtain 
the greatest benefit for fire suppression purposes.

Our present debt limit as fixed by law is $1,444,208.00. Of the 
$1,563,000.00 total debt, $930,000.00 is outside the limit and $633,000.00 
is within the limit. The debt limit is arrived at by taking the average 
valuation of the preceding three years and multiplying that figure by 5%. 


Appropriations must be made in 1959 for the payments of Bonds and 
Notes amounting to $121,000 and interest of $31,053.75. 


It might be of interest to the townspeople to note just how much the 
Town has grown by comparing the number of people employed and their 
earnings just five years ago to the figures for 1958.

The Walpole Housing Authority met fifteen times during the year 
1958. The Walpole Housing Authority consists of the following members:

The installation of vinyl-asbestos floors in all the bathrooms and 
kitchens is now pending upon approval from the State Housing Board. 


“Robinwood” consists of forty-five single family homes—twenty-two 
two bedroom units and twenty-three three bedroom units. The admission 
incomes and limits remained the same as in 1957. The average rent was 
approximately $45.60. “Robinwood” was built under Chapter 200.

During the year of 1958 our permanent case load shows an increase 
of 100% over 1957. It also shows an increase of approximately 41.50% 
in payments to those eligible to receive Veterans Benefits. This increase 
covers all phases of Veterans Benefits under Chapter 115 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts, and it is to be expected that the coming year will 
show the same trend, namely an increase in case load and expenditures. 
At this time there are no available signs to show any tendency for a de- 
crease in expenditures of Veterans Benefits. Total expenditures for Vet- 
erans Benefits in 1958 amounted to $10,448.85 as against $7,256.07 for 
1957. 


This office was instrumental in obtaining in Federal Benefits an 
amount exceeding $8,000.00 for Non-Service Pensions, Widow's Pen- 
sions, increases in Disability Compensation, etc. for those eligible for such 
benefits. 


Hospitalization when needed, has been obtained for veterans in V. A. 
hospitals, thereby eliminating hospital expenses which would have been 
charged to the Town.

The Industrial and Development Commission, established in the 
spring of 1957 had expenditures in 1957 of $31.25. This amount covered 
the cost of printing appropriate letterheads and envelopes. Other expen- 
ditures, such as postage, phone calls and travel were borne by the members 
of the Commission. = 


In 1958 the Commission recommended that certain borings be made 
on town-owned land at Cedar Junction to ascertain the value of gravel and 
sand deposits that might exist. The expense of thesé borings was a cal- 
culated risk. Unfortunately the subsoil proved to have deposits of little 
or no value. The actual amount expended by the Commission in 1958 was 
$441.92 of which $400.00 was for borings which should be a non-recut- 
ring item. 


For 1959 the Commission wishes to prepare an illustrated 4-page 
brochure describing the town with maps showing available industrial and 
commercial land for sale or lease. The brochure we estimate will cost close 
to $500 and modest advertising and mailing of the brochure to several 
hundred industrial real estate brokers throughout the New England area 
will cost an additional $250. Inasmuch as it is almost as cheap to print 
2,000 brochures as 500, the Commission should have an ample supply to 
distribute for years to come. The brochure can be kept up to date by in- 
expensive inserts so that the Commission expenses for 1960 should be 
materially less.

A close 
look at a few of Dr. Marshall’s predictions will point out our immediate 
needs.

By September 1965, six short years from now, we will have to ac- 
commodate 1,445 more pupils than we have in school now. All of our 
regular schools at elementary and secondary level are now filled to ca- 
pacity, with overflow classes in the old Stone School, the old Fisher 
School, and the Boyden School Auditorium. 
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School Sites Committee 


Following the recommendations, as outlined in the Master Plan for 
Walpole, a School Sites Committee is effectively studying plots of land 
that will be needed for school purposes in future years. This Committee 
has already purchased the site for the East Junior High School from Mr. 
Charles Sumner Bird. This 21 acre piece extending from East Street to 
Washington Street and running parallel to High Plain Street has received 
an excellent rating from all connected with the project. 


East Junior High Building Committee 


At the last Annual Town Meeting, the Town voted to appropriate 
the sum of $42,000 for the procurement of plans and specifications for a 
Junior High Schoo}, and instructed the Moderator to appoint a Committee 
of five to procure these plans and to report back to the Town not later 
than the next Annual Town Meeting. 


This Committee, under the Chairmanship of Mr. John Trickey, has 
been working diligently, to plan a Junior High School that will be (1) 
educationally adequate, (2) economically constructed, (3) economically 
maintained, (4) consistent with Walpole Curriculum and educational 
practice. 


In order to relieve the pressure on the elementary schools, it will be 
possible to house sixth grade students from all over town in this new 
school for a few years, along with Junior High pupils. 


As the Senior High Pupils gradually expand and force pupils out of 
the present Junior-Senior High Building, these seventh and eighth grade 
pupils will in turn push the sixth grade pupils from the new Junior High. 


This will call for the erection of another elementary school as outlined in 
the Master Plan. 


The possible construction of an elementary parochial school in the 
furure has been studied carefully by Dr. John Marshall and the Building 
Committee. If this school is built, it will delay the necessity of building an 
elementary school for a few years. If it is not built, we will have to pro- 
vide elementary classrooms much sooner.

Parent-Teachers Associations

Educational Television 


The Walpole School Committee has joined the Massachusetts Coun- 
cil for School Television. All elementary schools have been provided with 
television sets and program in science, social studies, literature and music 
are enjoyed by our children. In September 1959, pupils in Grades 3 and 4 
will take part in a three year course in French to be presented twice 
weekly on television by the oral-aural method.

Pupils selected for this program have ob- 
tained high scores on various school tests and have been recommended by 
their teachers as being able to do advanced work. Classes for these pupils 
have been organized at the Junior High School and as the children progress 
through the Junior and Senior High Schools, advanced courses in science, 
mach, language etc. will be prepared for them.

Forty-one per cent of the graduating class had been accepted for ad- 
mission to schools of higher education by June, 1958. 


A school accomplishment worthy of record was the winning of the 
New England Secondary-School Ice Hockey Tournament, which climaxed 
a successful season for Coach Leonard Ceglarski and the boys on the squad. 
A well-deserved testimonial was accorded the squad in April by the citi- 
zens of the town. 


Speech Arts, Business Machines, and non-college preparatory French 
and Spanish courses were added to the program of studies this year. Col- 
lege preparatory pupils were grouped homogeneously in English and 
Mathematics courses. To some extent, homogeneous grouping was accom- 
plished in other courses by variety of electives. This allows teachers to 
enrich courses for the able students. Such programing is the first step in 
our long-range plan of a special curriculum for the academically talented 
pupils. 

Statistics indicate the high degree of comprehensiveness in student 
programs this school year. 166 of 271 boys are enrolled in industrial arts 
courses. 135 of 259 girls are enrolled in home economics courses. Our full 
complement of typewriters (30) are in use every period every day. 


_ Asa result, the facilities in these areas are being used to 100 per cent 
efficiency. However, the teacher loads, especially in home economics where 
we have one teacher, are extremely heavy. In the interest of pupil and 
teacher health and safety, and because of the limited facilities, it will be 
necessary mext year to give preference to pupils who elect major courses 
in industrial arts, home economics, and business machines. 


_ The program of activities has been extended by adding club activities 
in photography, social dancing, French, Spanish mathematics, dramatics, 
chess, current events and book review. Along with other group activities 
of long-standing in the school, provision is being made for special inter- 
ests of individual pupils in non-academic areas.

School Lunch Program 


The main objective in the School Lunch Program is “service to chil- 
dren,’ thereby maintaining and improving the health of the child in the 
school and community through nutritionally and educationally sound non- 
profit quantity food service in the educational school program. 


We served 189,481 hot lunches to children this past year and 420,008 
cartons of milk. In four schools with cafeteria service 54% of the children 
purchased hot lunches daily at 25c per lunch, and 88% of the entire en- 
rollment of our schools consumed milk daily at 3c per carton, 


The surplus commodities that we received were valued at $6,189.10, 
costing the program $206.40. The total income this last school year was 
$88,837.78, an increase over the previous year of $5,000.00. Our deficit 
for the year was $436.53. 


We aim to develop and maintain high standards of quality food, 
service, and personnel.

SELECTMEN’S STATEMENT 


Chairman Charles R. Howard of the Board of Selectmen reported for the 
Board as follows: 


There appears to be a desire on the part of some of our citizens to have an 
expression of opinion from the Selectmen on certain articles in the Town Warrant. 
We will be glad to comply with these requests. However, we think there may be 
some misunderstanding as to the areas of the Selectmen’s jurisdiction. 


Some folks seem to think the Selectmen are responsible for all town govern- 
ment operations except schools. This is not a correct assumption for there are 
several municipal functions on which we do not have any responsibility or juris- 
diction. Here are some of them: 


1. We do not have any connection with the schools or library, except for 
the maintenance of their buildings and grounds. 


2. We do not have any jurisdiction for certain elective functions, such as 
Assessors, Tax Collector, Treasurer, the Planning Board and the appointed Board 
of Appeal. 


3. We do not have any responsibility for certain Moderator Appointed 
Committees, such as Appropriation and Personnel, or for any special committees 
similarly appointed. 


It might be helpful to give you a brief background on how budgets are 
considered. 


a. As early as November all departments are asked to prepare detailed bud- 
get requirements fo1 their estimate of expenses in the next calendar year. 


b. The Selectmen then review these budgets under their control. After study 
and approval the budgets are referred to the Appropriation Committee.

c. The Appropriation Committee usually requests the department heads 
concerned to discuss the proposed budgets with them. 

d. After due consideration, the Appropriation Committee will either approve 
the department’s budget request or change it, as their judgment dictates. 

e. Then the Appropriation Committee meets with the Selectmen for a brief- 
ing of their conclusions. 


As you can readily see requests for operation funds for any part of Town gov- 
ernment operation are carefully studied and screened before presentation to the citi- 
zens of the Town. 

Now as to the position of your Selectmen on budgets and articles in the war- 
rant. We are unanimous in supporting the Appropriation Committee on all Ar- 
ticles and Budgets as they pertain to municipal operations with which are under 
the jurisdiction of the Selectmen. 


Similarly, we are in complete agreement with the recommendations of the 
Personenl Board as to adjustments in town personnel compensations. 
We hope you will act favorably on the recommendations of both committees.

WALPOLE SCHOOL SITES COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Walpole School Sites Committee has met periodically since appointed 
by the Town Moderator in June 1957. Using the Master Plan report of the Educa- 
tional Service Associates as a guide, this committee has been active in trying to 
secure offers to sell or options to buy sites in three areas in Walpole. These areas 
were selected as those where the need for additional school facilities will in all 
probability come first. 


1. The Educational Service Associates recommended the purchase of a site 
of land for a Junior High School which extends between East Street and Washing- 
ton Street approximately 400 feet east of High Plain Street. After inspecting this 
site, as well as others in the vicinity, this committee concurred with the findings 
of the Educational Service Associates, that he purchase of this site would be most 
advantageous for a Junior High School to eventually serve the north and east side 
of the town. This Committee has worked closely with the High Plain School Build- 
ing Committee, which has been studying the need for an elementary school in the 
same vicinity, and fully endorse the proposed program to utilize a Junior High 
School for temporary primary school use, which is fully explained in another part 
of this Appropriation Committee Annual Report. 


The Home Building Company, which owns the selected site, has agreed to sell 
this 20.8 acre parcel of land for the sum of $20,000.00. This committee feels that 
this price is definitely favorable to the Town and unanimously recommend that 
the Town vote to purchase this land at the annual town meeting. 


2. A site for a primary grade school between Washington Street and Old 
Post Road just north of High Plain Street, as recommended by the Educational 
Service Associates, and the High Plain School Building Committee, is currently 
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under negotiation. It is hoped that an option or options for this land will be secured 
in the very near future. 


3. Preliminary investigation and negotiations have begun in West Walpole 
to have available a suitable piece of land for a primary grade school when the 
need for a school in that area eventually becomes imminent. 


The study of sites for future school needs in other areas of the town will 
receive more concentrated attention as soon as arrangements for the two afore- 
mentioned primary school sites have been concluded.

It is recommended that the By-Law governing the classification of Personnel 
and the Administration of Standard Rates of Salaries and Wages paragraph 9 
“Promotions and Transfers” read as follows: “When an employee is promoted to a 
higher rated job, he shall enter the minimum of the job rate range or to the rate 
next highest to his own rate,” etc. instead of “When an employee is promoted to a 
Higher rated job, he shall enter the minimum of the job rate range or at his own 
rate, whichever is the higher,” etc.
